In  autumn,  after  the  tops  are  fully  ripe  and  yellow,  they  should  be  cut  and  burned 
and  a good  dressing  of  manure  be  applied,  and  in  the  spring  forked  in,  after  which  one 
quart  of  salt  to  each  square  rod  put  on  the  ground  will  be  found  very  beneficial  The 
next  season  the  bed  may  be  cut  over  two  or  three  times,  but  if  this  is  done  all  the  roots 
no  matter  how  small,  should  be  cut,  and  after  the  final  cutting,  give  a good  dressing 
of  manure^rnd  frequent  cultivation.  For  market  on  a large  scale,  set  four  feet  apart 
one  way^ifind  one  and  one-half  the  other.
